The rise in prices when the AVT 
is instituted is expected to be some 
one half per cent per every per- 
centage of tax rate. A senior Treas- 
ury official, however, pointed out 
that the experience in other coun- 
tries which have instituted such a 
tax has shown that prices rise more 
if the tax is imposed during 2 pe- 
riod of increased economic activity, 
while demand is high.

panied by other tax reforms. Chief- 
ly, they want the jucome 
tax to be reduced to a limit of 50 
per cent. The loss in revenue from 
this, they say, will amount to less 
than the more than 114,000m. to be 
produced by the new tax. 

The Added Value Tax is a tax 
which applies to the difference 
between the cost of a commodity 
and its price when resold. For ex- 
ample, a farmer sells cotton to 
a yarn factory for IL200. (As- 
sume his cost for the cotton is 
zero.) If the AVT rate is 10 per 
cent, the factory actually pays 
IL110, of which IL20 is the tax, 
paid by the farmer. if it then 
selis the yarn (made of the cotton 
worth 1100) to a textile plant 
for IL200, the plant will in fact 
pay 11,220 (IL10 already paid by 
the yarn factory and IL10 paid 
by new purchaser). 

Tf, now, the textile plant then 
sells the material it made to a 
tailor for 1250, a further IL5 
Soes in tax, as the value added 
by the textile factory was IL50. 
The tailor. therefore, pays IL275, 
for material actually valued at 
1250. He makes a suit and sells 
it for IL300 plus tax, or IL330. 
For him, again, the added value is 
1L50, and his tax is IL5. 

The consumer ends up paying 
1L330 for the suit, and of this 

amount 130 is the tax. At every 
stage, the tax adds up to 10 per 
cent of the value added on re- 
sale.

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Cyprus is ‘vast refugee camp” 


40% of Greek-Cypriot population displaced 


NICOSIA. Cyprus hay been 
turned into a vast refugee camp... 
as a result of the most relentless 
persecution,” the Cypriot Govern- 
ment said yesterday, and announced 
that Michael Kashialos, a renowned 
Greek Cyprict primitive painter, 
died after a beating by Turkish 
troops (see below). 

It said the number of Greek 
Cypriot refugees is 191,259, repre- 
senting 40 per cent of the total 
Greek Cypriot population. The num~ 
ber of Turkish Cypriot refugees 
was estimated at 43,000, or about 
33 per cent of the total Turkish 
Cypriot population. 

Meanwhile, Turkish Cypriot for- 
ces yesterday pulled back from 
some of the positions they had oc- 
cupied in front of the British High 
Commission on the ceasefire “green 
line.” In Nicosia, a UN spokesman 
said. 

On Saturday night the Turks 
were moving their line forward, 
and laying mines around houses on 
the north-western edge of Nicosia 
near the High Commission. 

But the UN spokesman said that 
the situation in Nicosia was less 


tense than It was when the Turks 
were bulldozing new positions and 
fires started in shops in the old 
walled city of Nicosia along the 
1 line dividing the Greek and 
Turkish Cypriot communities. 

Outside Cyprus, the Rome news- 
paper “Ii Tempo” quoted Archbishop 
Makarios as praising the ‘Russian 
proposal for an internationa! con- 
ference on Cyprus. 

Makarios said he has had no con- 
tact with high-ranking Soviet offi- 
etals since he fied Cyprus, “but the 
role of the Soviet Union has been 
better than that of the U.S. at the 
UN and in general over Cyprus.” 

The Archbishop 8180 questioned 
the future of British military bases 
on Cyprus. 

In Ankara, the weekly magazine 
“Yanki,” which reports ‘authorita- 
tively cn Turkish military views, 
said Turkish military leaders are 
firmly opposed to the return of 
Greek Cypriot refugees to Turkish- 
held Cyprus before a final settlement. 
They reportedly are concerned such 
a return could lead to guerrilla war- 
fare against the Turkish forces on 
the island. 


Greck Foreign Minister George 
Mavros thinks that the U.S. Central 
intelligence Agency (CIA) was in- 
volved In the 1967 Greek military 
coup, he said in an interview pub- 
shed here. ~ 

In the Interview with “Time" ma- 
gazine, Mavros charged: “The Greek 
coup was engineered by the Greek 
counterpart of the American CIA. 
There is no doubt about U.S. aware- 
ness of what was hapening, and 
I think it would be better for the 
Americans to confess that it- was 
an error for them to’ be involved.” 

Referring to the Cyprus coup in 
July which overthrew Archbishop 
Makarios, Mr. Marvos said: “People 
naturally suspect those who have 
backed the tyranny of the. past 
seven years” — a reference to the

Painter, 90, dies after 
‘Turkish brutality’ 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP). 
Michael Kashialos, an interna- 
ttonally celebrated Greek Cyp- 
riot primitive painter, has died 
in hospital, two weeks after be- 
ing severely beaten by Turkish 
troops, the Cyprus government 
announced yesterday. 

The 90-year-old ex-shepherd 
took up painting in 1960 when 
he was 76. He won first prize 
at the Bratislava primitive art 
biennale in 1972, exhibited in 
London and at the time of the 
Turkish invasion of Cyprus in 
July, he was preparing for a 
new show in New York. 

The painter was admitted to 
a hospital in Larnaca’ two 
weeks ago, after being evacuat- 


ed from his native village of 
Asha, which had been overrun 
by the invading Turkish troops. 

He was suffering from frac- 
tures in the pelvis and both 
legs. He died Saturday. 

Kashtalos told an interviewer 
a few days before his death he 
was injured when Turkish sol- 
diera who entered his home tried 
to rob him and beat him up 
after he told them he had na 
money. 

The Cyprus Committee of 
Unesco protested yesterday to 
Unesco headquarters in Paris 
that the death of Kashialoa oc- 
curred “as a direct result of 
Turkish brutality."

Experts issue warning 


AMMAN. — Dr. Adeke Boerma, 
Director-General of the Food and 
Agriculture Organization (FAO), 
warned here on Saturday that the 
world would shortly face a famine 
unless developed states stepped up 
their food production. 

‘Be told a press conference that 
world food stocks were dwindling, 
the world had started to depend on 
crops, particularly greins, and there 
would be asuddén danger 1 drought 
struck at some of the producing 
areas, More than 500 million people 
in 35 developing countries were 
threatened with famine, he added. 

Dr. Boermm held his press con- 
ference on the occasion of the open- 
ing here of the 12th FAO regional 
conference for ithe Near East. 

Another warning of icant 
tinguished U.S. plant geneticist and 
Nobel laureate, Dr. Norman Borlaug, 
fa an interview with the “People” 
weekly. 

Dr. Borlaug sald in the interview 
that “tens of millions of people” 
might dle this year throughout the 
world due to food shortages caused 
by climatic conditions coupled with 
8 serious fertilizer shortage brought 
on by the energy crisis. 

The author of “Asia's Green Re- 
volution” said he was disheartened 
by the crop disasters in Russia, 
China and Australia and rice failures 
in Asia that sbarply reduced the 
world’s food reserves. 

Of other factors thet threaten to 
bring famine to nvany areas of the 
world, Dr. Borlaug singled out the 
petroleum crisis that followed the 
1973 Middle East War. He noted 
that petroleum is the principal 
source of most fertilizers. The in- 
crease in crude oi! prices has been 
disastrous for countries like India. 
“They simply do not have the neces- 
sary foreign exchange for accustom- 
ed oH imports,” he said.

Largest mass in 
universe found 


LEIDEN, Holland (Reuter). — Four 
astronomers working in Holland 
have discovered the largest mass 
imown in the universe, the Leiden 
Observatory said over the weekend. 

The mass consists of a cloud of 
particles surrounding a galaxy. The 
cloud emits radio waves which 
were picked up by 8 giant radio te- 
lescope in Holland 

The cloud, six times larger than 
the previously biggest known mass, 
Stretches 20 million Hight years ac- 
coins ross. A light year is the distance 
travelled by light in a year, at a 
rate of 300,000 kms. a second. 

The cloud is about 2,000 million 
light years from the earth. Even at 
this distance, if it could be seen 
from the earth with the naked eye 
it would appear bigger than the full

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2% million 
new babies 
ignored at 
conference 


BUCHAREST (AP). — While the 
delegates talked, thought and often 
spouted platitudes a'bout population, 
almost 21 million babies came kick- 
ing into the world. 

Some at the UN Worki Popula- 
tion conference said this fact had 
Not been seriously confronted during 
the 12 days of speeches and meet- 
Ings that ended on Friday. 

Doomsday predictions were un- 
fashionable and politically unwise at 
Bucharest, but many implied them. 
Most agreed that with the present 
growth rate the globe would double 
tts chtizenry to around 8,000 million 
by the end of the century. 

For the U.S.. Japan and a number 
of Western and Asian countries this 
estimate spelled crisis when measur- 
ed against the already mounting 
pressures by people on food supplies, 
energy resources in the environment 
and just plain elbow room. 

But a big chunk of the Third 
World and Socialist countries said 
the people problem was secondary 
to undervelopment. Improve socially 
and economically, redistribute the 
world’s resources and ‘the population 
problem will be solved, they argued. 

“The future of mankind is bright,” 
the Chinese delegation kept repeat- 
ing. 

Srheat emerged was a broadly 
sculpted plan of action but one 
unnustakably weighted towards the 
Third World-Socialist outlook. 

The generalities were almost in- 
evitable, given the fact that the dele- 
gates were political representatives 
first and solvers of international 
Population tssues second. The dele- 
gates furthermore came from coun- 
tries that varied in Population 
structure from the 1,350 
per square mile in Bangladesh to 
Mongolia with less than three per- 
sops per square mile. 

In the finest sense, the downplay- 
ing of the population control posi- 
tion was saying the birth control 
plll is almost useless in e culture 
where women are second-class citi- 
zens and men believe they must have 
several sons.
